The vehicle ;ind boat trailer became stuck ami the 
robber raced away on foot. 

Police and tracker dogs were in search when 
the man approached an oilfield least* on foot near 
Crossfield at around 2 p.m., Airdrie RCMP reported. 

According to police, he fired a handgun into the air 
when the two workers at the lease refused to give up 
their vehicle. 

The suspect then drove away in a white Toyota 
Sequoia, police said. 

Officers responding spotted the vehicle as it left 
the scene. With the assistance of the Calgary Police 
Service HAWCS helicopter, RCMP recovered the 
stolen Toyota, but the thief had abandoned the oar 
north of Airdrie and escaped. 

RCMP police dog services tracked the trail the sus¬ 
pect left and found several items of clothing believed 
to have been shed by the suspect as he fled 

Police are looking for a man of 25 to 35 years of age 
with a darker complexion, dark eyes and dark hair. 
He has a lean build and wide shoulders. 

RCMP are asking for the public’s assistance in 
identifying the suspect. 

They have released a sketch and a photo of a 
distinctive hoodie recovered by police when they 
tracked the man. 

As of late last week there had been no arrest yet 
and RCMP in Beiseker, Airdrie and Didsbury are 
investigating the incident.

Two Didsbury-area brothers, 
Jesse and Brody Rylance, will 
travel to Fort Wayne, Ind. in 
midsummer to play at the 
State Wars in-line hoekey 
tournament on Team Alberta. 

The boys are the sons of 
James and Tanya Rylance 
and live on an acreage a short 
distance east of Didsbury 
attached to Jesse's and Brody’s 
grandparents’ farm. 

They made the 27-member 
Team Alberta this year at 
tryouts in Spruce Grove May 
8 . The team will play in the 
State Wars tournament July 
27 to Aug. 3, James said as 
he and Tanya watched the 
boys practise at the Didsbury 
Memorial Complex May 12. 

In-line hockey is played on 
the concrete arena surface 
after the ice is removed in 
the spring. The in-line season 
is shorter than ice hockey 
or curling, as is typical for 
amateur sports such as soccer 
and field hockey in the spring 
and early summer. 

Brody, 9, has been playing 
in the Mountain View Inline 
Hockey Association in 
Didsbury for three years and 
wall be on the Team Alberta 
U-10 squad for kids bom in 
2006. 

Jesse, 12, has been playing 
for four years and is on the 
U-12 roster with players bom 


in 2003. The team plays July 30 
to Aug. 1. 

Jesse has field hockey 
experience and both boys play 
ice hockey. 

As there is no body contact, 
the teams are coed. Jesse and 
Brody take that fact with a 
shrug - it is expected in their 
generation of amateur sport, 
said Tanya

“In-line hockey is faster than 
ice hockey,” Jesse said. “There 
is no offside because the blue- 
lines have been removed." 

The biggest difference 
between in-line skating, 
done on four wheels 70 to 80 
millimetres in diameter, and 
ice skating, done on blades, 
is that turning on wheels is 
more difficult, said Brody. That 


means there is not as much 
play in the comers and each 
end of the playing surface. 

The equipment is simpler 
and less expensive than for ice 
hockey. 

Helmets, shin and elbow 
pads are standard and t he pads 
are small and light like those 
used in field hockey or soccer, 
not ice hockey. 


What makes Jesse and Brody 
the calibre of players to make 
Team Alberta? 

“Hockey, hockey, hockey,” 
said James. 

“The boys play at home every 
spare minute and have each 
other to practise with,” he said. 

And they play on the ice 
in winter .and in-line or field 
hockey for the rest of the year.

A tax by 
any other 
name

The NDP government has grown up. 

The milk-fed novices of the unexpected elec¬ 
tion victory a year ago are now old hands at the 
fine political arts of public cynicism and private 
self-deception. 

The lessons learned by hacks in past govern¬ 
ments have been learned by the new hacks sur¬ 
rounding the NDP ministers and caucus. 

Lesson one: the first law of cynicism is to call 
a nasty thing a nicer thing. 

A tax is no longer a tax if you call it a levy. It 
acts like a tax and smells like a tax, but the law 
of cynicism disallows calling it a tax. 

What a levy and a tax have in common is that 
they are, well, levied. They are assessed on 
transactions, they produce government revenue 
and if you want to give a levy back, you do it 
with a rebate in the same way you do with a tax. 

On this page is a companion piece to this col¬ 
umn by Red Deer South NDP MLA Barb Miller. 
Her views and mine are night and day. 

We don’t disagree about climate change. 

The globe’s climate is changing and that 
should come as no surprise to students of 
ancient geology, both the earth's and the other 
comparable planets in the solar system - espe¬ 
cially Mars. 

We do disagree - profoundly - on how Alberta 
deals with its microscopic contribution to the 
emission of greenhouse gases. 

The so-called Climate Leadership Plan is, at 
best mitigation in a needless hurry, if it mitigates 
as much as is claimed by the hacks who smith 
the government's words. 

It won’t work because it is bad economics and 
without sound, market-driven economics, the 
deck of cards will collapse - after the damage to 
people and ultimately the environment is done. 

I’d like to make the newsman’s boast that you 
read it here first. I’nfortunately that’s not the 
case. 

The NDP have one thing right - the 
Conservativ es didn't take care of the interface 
between energy and climate. 

Now the file is in the hands of economic ideo¬ 
logues who are energy illiterate. 

Miller admits at the beginning of her piece 
on this page that she didn’t know that Alberta 
bums more coal than the rest of Canada 

Shame on her for being shocked at a fact that 
has been a debating point in Alberta politics and 
our relations with the rest of Canada since the 
19:30s. 

From 2009 to 2013, Red Deer may have sur¬ 
passed national standards for clean air, but 
much of its electric power came down the line 
from coal-fired power plants that were emitting 
into someone else’s air. 

Miller laudably wants to move Alberta forward 
into a cleaner, greener and healthier world.

It’s just that t he NIJP’s Climate Leadership

Climate plan leads to a healthier future 


Did you know that Alberta bums more 
coal than the rest of Canada combined? That 
was a shock to me when I heard it. 

Why was our province, sitting on a wealth 
of natural gas and other potential energy 
sources as it was, burning coal for more than 
60 per cent of its electricity generation? 

The simple answer is economics. Coal is 
cheap and plentiful and coal mines employed 
thousands of Albertans. 

The complicated answer is that we as a 
society have not demanded that the govern¬ 
ment place more value on health and the 
environment than it does on the economy 
and on jobs. 

Do we favour the economy or the environ¬ 
ment? Do we care more about jobs and 
money or about health and social justice? 

The NDP govenunent has an answer to this debate and 
our .answer comes through our Climate Leadership Plan. 
Our answer is that there is no inherent contradiction 
between economic health and environmental health. 

We can have both and we have to have both in order to 
achieve a sustainable future for our children, grandchil¬ 
dren and onward. 

The good news is that this debate and the choice to 
create cleaner energy is taking place everywhere around 
the world. 

Even China, the world's largest coal user and emitter 
of C02, is decreasing the amount of coal it bums. It has 
also become the world leader in wind power, delivering 
more energy that way in 2015 than the entire European 
Union. 

India, the world’s second-largest country by popula¬ 
tion, is pouring millions of dollars into renewable energy 
projects. 

On May 24 the provincial government announced how 
we will be implementing our Climate Leadership Plan. 
As someone who cares about both the people ;u»d the 
economy, and as a lifelong resident of Alberta I am 
proud that we art' finally showing leadership and moving 
toward a cleaner and more diverse economy. 


The main tool that our government will use 
Ls the carbon levy. No, this is not a tax. It will 
not be tacked on to your bill in a restaurant 
or onto your purchase at a store like GST is, 
or like PST is in other provinces. I 

It will be invisible, and will be applied only 
to items that generate pollution. It’s really 
quite simple. The government will collect 
the levy fairly and evenly throughout the 
economy. 

We will give a full or partial rebate of that 
levy to six out of 10 families and we will 
reinvest the rest of the revenue back into the 
economy, creating jobs, spurring growth in 
sustainable technology, investing in green 
transit and infrastructure projects and sup¬ 
porting energy efficiency. 

Every mqjor economy in the world and every jurisdic¬ 
tion in Canada is now facing the same challenge and 
opportunity that Alberta is. 

Before the Climate Leadership Plan, Alberta was the 
only province in Canada that did not have a provincial 
energy efficiency plan. That is not leadership. We must 
move away from coal and must show leadership in how 
we deal with carbon-based fuels and the amount of pol¬ 
lution that we emit into the atmosphere. 

Red Deer knows this. For the years from 2009 to 2013 
we surpassed national standards for ozone and fine 
particulate matter in the air in the Red Deer area. We 
know that the young and the old - the most vulnerable 
to illness from airborne pollution - are affected by this 
pollution. 

We can do something about it. We can work together 
to keep our energy sector as a viable and robust part of 
a diversified energy economy. 

We can reinvest money from a carbon levy into 
improving our environment, our economy and our chil¬ 
dren’s future. 

I hope we have everyone’s support as we work to 
protect the he;ilth of our citizens ;md to move Alberta 
forw ard into a cleaner, greener and healthier world.

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Joy Abounds 
brings 
community 
together

Pastor Juan Manigault knew 
the event had achieved its 
objective when half the audience 
of 250 at the Joy Abounds con¬ 
cert May 27 joined at the front of 
the house to sing the finale Lean 
on Me. 

“Awesome," said Manigault. 

“We (the Didsbury Services to 
the Needy Coalition) wanted to 
bring the community together,” 
he said. 

“In that moment, at the end of 
the concert, Didsbury was one 
body," said the staff member 
at Zion Evangelical Missionary 
Church w’ho is the front man for 
its compassion fund. 

As the evening ended, audi¬ 
ence members told Manigault 
that a tradition has started. The 
community has to do this again 
next year. 

“People were already offering 
suggestions - such as adding 
to the performing groups at the 
concert," Manigault said. 

“One comment that many 
made was that it was a joy to see 
the young people from the high 
school perform on the same pro¬ 
gram as the older people in the 
choir," he said. 

The concert featured the 
Didsbury Valley Singers backed 
by the Cripple Creek Band, Rev. 
Janice Walls playing accompani¬ 
ment on the piano, the Didsbury 
High Schools Odds and Evens 
jazz ensembles and guitarist 
Nic Sherman with soloist Rose 
Freese. 

The Joy Abounds raised $9,700 
for the compassion fund that 
saw the need grow from an aver¬ 
age of $14,(XX) given to about 60 
needy people in the past seven 
or eight years to $30,000 in 80 
contacts in 2015. 

The strain on Zion’s resources 
was more that the church could 
handle so the coalition was cre¬ 
ated and several churches and 
community members pitched in 
to stage the concert.

It is a community initiative of 
Freedom House members and 
takes over the organizational 
work of several local business 
people led by Gil Tucker. 

Jolene Sanford of 
Neighborhood Place gave a brief 
summary of the Town's work 
with and services to the needy 
in a question and answer session 
with Manigault. 

Success has many parents and 
Knox United Church minister 
Rev. Janice Walls and Didsbury 
Valley Singers Cherry Ohlhauser 
were involved in the idea of a 
community fund raising concert 
from the outset. 

Didsbury High School music 
director Kirk Wassmer offered 
the services of the two jazz 
ensembles at the high school, 
the Odds and Evens - and a per¬ 
formance by soloist Rosa Freese 
accompanied by guitarist Nic 
Sherman. 

The Cripple Creek Band 
accompanied the Valley View 
Singers and fiddle soloist Joe 
Mink started the evening with a 
prelude of old favorites. 

Brittany Derksen of Bergthiil 
Mennonite Church organized a 
cook sale in the intermission 
that accounted for nearly $400 
of the funds raised and gave the 
audience members a joyful inter¬ 
lude of snacking. 

Manigault also acknow¬ 
ledged and thanked Nolan 
Morris, Mainstreet Unique, AG 
Foods, the Town of Didsbury 
and Jolene Sanford of Didsbury 
Neighborhood Place and 
Essentials for Our Community 
as well as the churches and 
high school for the role they all 
played in the evening that was 
organized in just two months.
